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Sierra Madrean exonerated of allegations 


Tom Hamill and Steve Renard, former partners 
in the defunct Cornell Corporation, alleged that 
Slegr had removed office furniture and business 
files to begin a competing placement service. 

Donald Sowers, Slegr’s attorney, and a 
former police detective and deputy district attor¬ 
ney, conducted an investigation which demon¬ 
strated Slegr’s innocence and then contacted 
Detective John Cordishi of the Sierra Madre 
Police Department as well as Deputy District 


Attorney Michael Pargament to advise them of 
the conflicting assertions as to ownership of the 
property. 

Sowers stated that though he was disappoint¬ 
ed that it took police several months to interview 
the other employees present during the actual 
moving of the equipment, he was "plea.sed" that 
his client was spared the anguish and consider¬ 
able expense of proving his innocence in a trial. 
Despite previous articles to the contrary, it 
should be noted that Slegr was never "being 
sought," neither was he ever arrested nor ar¬ 
raigned. 


Eden Slegr, a long-time Sierra Madre resi¬ 
dent, and co-owner of Hospitality Network 
International, a Sierra Madre-based hotel execu¬ 
tive placement and consulting firm, was exonerat¬ 
ed of all charges that had been levied against him 
by his two former business associates of the now- 
defunct Cornell Hospitality Search, Inc., a sub¬ 
sidiary of Renard International.

URM out 
this week 

This week, Steve Pock, building official, is send¬ 
ing out letters to owners of all URM (unreinforced 
masonry buildings) in Sierra Madre, giving everyone 
a 60-day notice to comply with the URM ordinance 
restrictions or “after 60 days (by around Dec. 1) 
buildings must be vacated,” he said. At that point, 
the nuisance abatement procedure will be initiated. 

“The abatement process may result in addi¬ 
tional time, depending upon specific conditions of 
rehabilitation needed,” Spock said. 

Specifically, 22 structures remain under URM 
status. Nine have building permits issued and are 
currently under rehabilitation construction. 

Five are in the plan check process with plan 
check fees paid. Two have building permits issued 
but work has not started. Five have no plans submit¬ 
ted for rehabilitation. Pock reported. 

The last one, the senior citizen center, is a 
historic structure and the city is working with the 
engineer to develop a rehab plan. 

The following addresses are in specific 
designated work: 29 N. Baldwin, in plan check; 34 
N. Baldwin, permit issued and work in progress; 41, 
43 and 45 N, Baldwin, permit issued, work in pro¬ 
gress. 

At 25 S. Baldwin the permit is issued and the 
work is in progress; 5 and 7 Kersting Court, in plan 
check; 9 and 11 Kersting Court, permit issued and 
work in progress; 15 Kersting Court, no rehabilita¬ 
tion plans submitted.

There was testimony from a couple divorce 
cases, one being responsible for revival of a long- 
dead feud between our Martins and McCoys. 
Why didn’t Betty Rogers (now social queen 
Grandmother Gruber) finish college? 

There were stories of legendary local athletes 
who played hard both on and off the field. 

That’s why I say, there is some history that 

just shouldn’t be remembered. 

In a town where most families go back 
several generations, there are facts that ought 
to be buried forever.

cism and is it of such importance that it re¬ 
quired immediate action? If not then I respect¬ 
fully ask that it be set aside awhile until we 
get beyond the major issues. 

Let’s try to emphasize the positive quali¬ 
ties of the town we live in. They certainly 
outweigh the negatives, and I think there 
would be agreement that we don’t live in a 
utopian city, but Sierra Madre is far better 
than most. Let’s search out ways to individu¬ 
ally become a positive influence and driving 
force in moving the city forward. There will 
be numerous ways to do this in the months 


ahead. Finally, let’s use the many resources at 
our disposal to seek answers and solutions to 
problems before coming to the City Council 
and making it a major issue. We are here to 
be representative and 1 do not mean to imply 
that I am suggesting the Council abdicate its 
responsibility to the public. My experience 
has shown that many complaints that come 
before the Council were never addressed to 
city staff or their departments. 

We are at a distinct turning point in the 
governance of this community, the extent of 
which cannot be determined now but lends 
itself to much speculation when considering 
all the implications. Two extremely important 
positions, that of City Administrator and 
Police Chief, remain to be filled. Their influ¬ 


ence on the operations and well being of our 
town cannot be overemphasized. The Council 
will be moving forward quickly but also with 
caution to exercise care so that the best results 
are achieved. 

With the approval of the City Council, 1 
will appoint an Ad Hoc Finance Committee to 
review the auditor’s management letters and to 
oversee the implementation of the recommen¬ 
dations in the auditor’s latest report, especially 
as it relates to the most recent problems. 
Furthermore, they will be expected to work 
with staff to improve the budget presentation 
format to achieve an easily understood docu¬ 
ment. Any direction they give the Council 
will be discussed and acted upon quickly. 

Also with concurrence of the City Coun¬ 


cil, I want to appoint an Ad Hoc Revenue 
Resource Committee specifically assigned to 
develop in cooperation with staff new lonjg 
term revenues that will be available to the city 
for its operations. We know that current cir¬ 
cumstances as well as potential actions by the 
State will further erode our financial base, and 
if not dealt with immediately could very well 

paralyze many city operations. 

Families experience more acutely tiw 
hurts that take place and the losses they suf¬ 
fer. Although there have been some bitter 
pills to swallow, I would contend that with ^ 
right attitude a healing can begin, and positive 
results will follow that will show a stronger 
and better family that we know as Sierra 
Madre. _

Area Jews, Arabs respond to 
peace agreement with anxious 
optimism, hopefulness, caution 


With the signing of 
the historic peace agree¬ 
ment between Yasir Ar¬ 
afat and Yitzak Rabin, 
opening up genuine 
friendship in the Mid¬ 
east, The News inter¬ 
viewed area people of 
Jewish and Arabic back¬ 
grounds. All of them 
fielded our questions 
cheerfully but most of 
them, although they are 
hopeful, are also taking 
a "wait and see" atti¬ 
tude. The interviews 
follow; 

Suhall Nasir, vice 
president of the Pales¬ 
tine Children’s Relief 
Fund, said, "I believe 
this peace is good even 
if it just saves the leg of 
one Palestinian child. 
However, 1 am still 
sorting a rush of con¬ 
flicting emotions regard¬ 
ing this new peace plan. 

I worry that my people 
were pressured into an 
unfair deal and that 
Israel had the upper 
hand in the negotiations 
because the Palestinians 
are suffering economi¬ 
cally. Even so, I still 


back the accord and ' 
hope the best for the 
liiture." ' 

The Palestine Child¬ 
ren’s Relief Fund helps 
house and raise money 
for children injured in 
the fighting. The child¬ 
ren are treated in the 
United States. 

John Golper, attor¬ 
ney, said, "It lends 
optimism because it 
ends years of conflict, 
but it’s a tempered 
optimism because you 
still have radical right 
Israelies and radical 
Muslims who could 
jeopardize the whole 
peace. The real fear is 
what radical Muslims 
will do if Arafat is 
assassinated. In the 
meantime, Israel has 
given back part of the 
West Bank. 1 feel cau¬ 
tious optimism."

Group assists in 
raising money for 
pool maintenance 

It’s a far cry from the spring-fed pool in the can¬ 
yon in earlier years where kids swung from the 
giant tree limb over the icy pool to splash with other 
kids in their Sierra Madre pool. In those days financ¬ 
ing was easy. In these days, the sophisticated heated 
pool located just behind the Recreation Center m 
Sirra Vista Park costs much more money, particu¬ 
larly in lean years such as Sierra Madre has been 
facing. 

That is why a community-wide campaign has 
been launched by a group calling themselves 
“Friends of the Sierra Madre Pool.” The group 
recommends a two-month closure of the pool rather 
than the four-month closure which had been suggested 
by the City Council iaits money-saving budget. The 
“Friends” would like the closure from Nov. 20 to 
Jan. 22, 1994, instead of November through Febru¬ 
ary. This would save the city $6772, they say. 

An alternative, according to the committee, 
would be from Nov. 20 - Feb. 19, refiecting a savings 
of $11,437 to the city. 

The group met Monday evening in preparation 
! for their presentation to the City Council Tuesday 
[ evening to firm up plans to file for a nonprofit status 
! much like that of Friends of Sierra Madre Library. 

How do they plan to effect these savings? By 
eliminating the recreation supervisor’s salary from 
the pool budget, saving $12,906; by using cheaper 
chemicals; by donations; and with scheduling 
modifications. They say this would save $22,033. 

“This will be an ongoing group. We plan to 
raise thousands of dollars,” said Grace Thompson, 
co-chair with Tom Canterbury, Monday evening. 

They have outlined such cost-saving alternatives 
as increasing user fees, greater use of volunteer 
S assistance and fund-raising, of course.

Dear Dr. Tami, I—— 

I have a cctcker spaniel and a bassett hound. I 
have heard that these breeds are more prone to 
develop glaucoma. Is this true and how will 1 
know if diey develop it? 

Yes, There is a higher incidence of glaucoma in 
cockers and basset hounds. Glaucoma occurs 
when the pressure within the eye becomes el¬ 
evated. 

This can occur if the drainage angle becomes 
occluded not allowing the aqueous fluid to drain 
properly. Causes of drainage angle occlusion 
include inflammation, neoplasma, luxated lens, 
etc. The most common cause ofglaucoma in the 

basset and cocker spaniel is goniodysgenesis - a 
maldeveloped drainage, angle. Tbs is a ran- 
genital problem. One of the first signs ofglau¬ 
coma is a red and painful eye. Blmking and 
tearing of the eye and rubbing the eye are all 
signs of pain. The pupil is often blated and does 
not constrict when exposed to light. Blindness 
can occur if the pressure is not reduced within 
twenty four hours. It is important if you suspect 
glaucoma that you see your veterinarian as soon 
as possible for immediate treatment.

"I was born and raised here and I want to 
keep it safe and beautiful," is Joanne Walters 
reply when asked why she chose law enforce¬ 
ment for a vocation. 

Walters is code enforcement officer at 
Sierra Madre Police Department. 

Since her graduation from Pasadena High 
School and college at Rio Hondo, Cal State 
L.A., and U.C. Irvine, she has been involved 
in several jobs around city hall.
